shortly after the election that IMr. Hughes 
might retire as secretary of the state, the 
speculation died down after the weeks 
passed, and it began to be assumed that he 
would continue in office.

ment of his resignation comes as a dis- 
tinct surprise and we think somewhat of a 
shock, notwithstanding the warning that 
was in a measure given the country. Mr. 
Hughes has been a genuine asset of both 
the Harding and Coolidge administra- 
tions. He and Andrew Mellon have been 
the outstanding members of the cabinet 
and sources of great strength to the men 
they served. 


Mr. Hughes is distinctly a progressive 


in foreign as well as domestic policies. He 
-has proved himself to be an able secretary 


oC state, as he was an able executive, law- 
yer, jurist. 
His conduct of our foreign 


relations has been of the highest order.

under

We all know that illness or indisposition does

Robert Browning was the poet am 


'The Ring: and the Book^ is the poem 
A. hundred million stories printed in 
he most sensational of the sensation 
xl newspapers are no more trashy in 
.heir essentials than the plot of "The 
^ing and the Book." If written up by 
i reporter for one of the yellow sheet, 
t would drip goro and tears and i 
vould get precariously-near the edge 
f the unprintable.

That of course Is the aim of all great 
writers, whether they employ poetrv
